Wilczynski may be naturalized at any 
time after the date of the enactment of this Act if he is otherwise 
eligible for naturalization under the Immigration and Nationality 
Act and if lie applies therefor within the one-year period beginning 
on the date of the enactment of this Act.

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized and directed to pay, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to William J . Barbiero, 
of Brooklyn, New York, the sum of $300. The payment of such sum 
shall be in full settlement of all the claims of William J . Barbiero 
against the United States for loss of and damage to his property due 
to the deterioration in storage of his truck, the sole asset of his 
trucking business, which had been confiscated through no fault of his 
by agents of the United States Treasury on October 21,1958: Provided, 
That no part of the amount appropriated in this Act in excess of 10

Orville J . Henke. 
Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the 

United States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary 
of the Treasury is hereby authorized and directed to pay, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to Orville J . 
Henke, Minneapolis, Minnesota, the sum of $120.50, Such sum repre­
sents reimbursement to the said Orville J . Henke for paying out of 
his own funds a judgment rendered against him and costs in the con­
ciliation court, city of Minneapolis, county of Hennepin, State of 
Minnesota, arising out of an accident occurring when said Orville J . 
Henke was operating a Government motor vehicle in the course of his 
duties as an employee of the Post Office Department: Provided, That 
no part of the amount appropriated in this Act shall be paid or de­
livered to or received by any agent or attorney on account of services 
rendered in connection with this claim, and the same shall be unlaw­
ful, any contract to the contrary notwithstanding.
